After the battle Gin Gun, secretary of 
the On Leong Tong and Ton Lee's right 
hand man, told the police that Mock Duck, 
the Parkhurst society’s informer, had 
planned the whole thing.

Pantryman Taken from Colon Steamer 
on Thursday Succumbs—Dr.

| Sew York. Aug. 6.—One man died of yel- 

low fever at New York's detention hospital 
at quarantine today, making the third case 
of yellow fever discovered on ships enter- 
ing New York this summer and the second 
death. 
This is the first time in five years,” said 
Health Officer Doty. that New York has 
been threatened by more than one yellow | 
fever case in a summer. William B. Smith, 
a pantryman, taken off the steamer Ad- 
vance, from Colon, last Thursday, with nine 
other suspects, died today with an acute 
case of yellow fever. Seven other members 
of the party are still under inspection, but 
I am positive that they are not suffering 
from yellow fever. The other two yellow 
fever patients came here early in the sum- 
mer. Not one of these cases has come from 
the fever districts in the United States. 
Panama has supplied them all.” 

There are at quarantine nineteen other 
persons who were taken off ships because 
their temperatures were at least 08% de- 
grees, the lowest danger signal for yellow

mischief caused by the vabtances be- 
tween the laws of the tlifferent states are 
both numerous and great. The states which 
attempt by strict statutes to keep the di- 
voree evil within bounds are practically 
prevented from doing so by the fax statutes 
of states around them, New York allows 
divorce for but one cause, but her people 
can go outside the state, stay six months or 
a year, and get a decree on any one of a 
dozen grounds. IHinois prohibits divorced 
persons from remarrying within a year, but 
they can go outside the state and remarry in 
an hour. The anarchic situation, with the im- 
morality and perjury to which it gives rise, 
is a natural consequence of the bad faith the 
states have exhibited in their dealings with 
each other in regard to this matter.

IR DONALD MACKENZIN WAL- 
LACE, dean of the army of newspa- 
assembled today 


has taken a degree at the Ecole de Droit at 
Paris. Indeed, he was so devoted to Hei- 
delberg and to everything pertaining to its 
university, that he was contemplating be- 
coming a professor at that great interna- 

tional seat of learning when an invitation 
by Russian friends to stay at St. Petersburg 
changed the whole course of his life He 
went to Russia in response to this Invita- 
tion, with the intention of remathing a few 
weeks, in 1869, but remained there nearly 
seven years, learning the language, spend- 

ing his winters in St. Petersburg and Mos- 
cow, going a great deal into society, while 
his summers were devoted to wandering 
about the country and colleeting informetion 
from landed proprietors, priests, 


and peasantry. 

He thereupon wrote book 
upon Russia. But it was written in the Ger- 
man professorial style and, though method- 
ical, thorough, and instructive, was so su- 
premely unreadable that no English pub- 
lisher could touch it. He then wisely wrote 
a short compendium of this jens which 
under the title of Russia.“ feved a gi- 
gantic success, and has ever since been re- 
garded tn Russia and abroad as the most au- 
standard works

The book no sooner had ‘appeared than

“ THE JORDAN VALLEY AND PETRA,” 
by Prof. William Libbey, professer of phy- 
sical geography in Princeton university, and 
Dr. Franklin E. Hosmer of the Syria mis- 
sion, with 159 lUlustrationa, in two volumes 
(G. P. Putnam's Sons), is the record of a re- 
markable expedition, in one of the most in- 
accessible parts of the whole world It was 
mainly that strange region of oontempo- 
rary antiquity east of the Jordan which

Mr. Eckhart was a candidate for the nom 
ination once before, but everything then 
At that he made a 
respectable showing. The chances are in 
Eckhart’s favor now. His friends say he 
would have the cordial support of the stats 
administration, and the republican county 
organization would keep hands off. It was 
the active aid of the county organization: 
which renominated Congressman 
the last contest. 


Weak in His Own District. 


As the political situation is now on the 
west side there are many wards which 
still obey the orders of Congréssman Lor 
mer, but they do not happen to be in the 
Lorimer congressional district. He can do 
as he pleases in the Ninth, Tenth, Hleventh, 
and Twelfth wards, but, with the excen- 
tion of a fragment of the Twelfth, these 
wards are In the Fifth, not in the Sixth, dis 
trict. Mr. Lorimer could get a nomination 
in the Fifth district any time he might ask 
for it, but the district is heavily democratic. 
and naturally he would fail of an election, 

In previous conventions he has secured 
his nomination. in the Sixth district by the 
aid of the Thirteenth and Twenticth wards 
and some of the country towns. Political 
conditions in the Thirteenth and Twentieth 
wards have changed materially of late, 
however, and if there is a contest next spring 
detween Mr. Eckhart and Congressman 
Lorimer the friends of Eckhart believé he 
would get the majority of the delegates. 

Mr. Eckhart lives In the Twentieth ward 
and could get the delegates from that ward 
without much trouble.
